Sent Out His Torpedo Boat Destroyers to 


Destroy or Put the American Fleet to 
Flight—They Were Discovered By Search 
Light and Driven Back—The Battle Fol- 
lowed a Few Hours Later—Our Naval 
Officials at Washington Discredit the 
Story of the Fight. 


Cape Haytien, Hayti, June 1.—Four- 


teen American warships and two tor- 
pedo boats began a terrible attack on 
the defenses of Santiago de Cuba har- 
bor yesterday afternoon, Admiral Cer- 
vera's fleet taking part in the defense 
of the city. 


Admiral Sampson is said to have 


Joined Commodore Schley on blockade 
at noon, and the move was at once 
begun. Five American warships pass- 
ed down through the Windward pas- 
sage early in the morning, and these 
were probably Sampson's boats, the 
flagship New York being reported from 
Port au Prince, Hayti, as having been 
one of the second fleet. 


The forts of Morro Castle, La Zocapa 


and Punta Gorda suffered nearly total 
destruction. The cable between San- 
tiago de Cuba and Cape Haytien is 
working, but Santiago is panicstricken 
and most of the populace is hiding in 
the hills back of the city. The cable 
operator at Santiago has only been at 
his post at intervals. 


The attack of the Americans began 


at 2 o'clock in the afternoon and the 
shelling of the forts was kept up until 
3:45, when the sound seemed to indi- 
cate a battle at sea. 


The result is undoubtedly an Amer- 


ican victory, but the details of the end 
of the fight have not come. 


Admiral Cervera, short of provisions, 


and knowing that a fight was inevit- 
able, Monday night determined 
to 


make a desperate effort to escape from 
the harbor. About midnight he sent 
out thetorpedo boat destroyers Furor 
and Pluton to attack the " American 


monetary at the right of the entrance 
and taking up a position about two 
miles off shore began a bombardment 
The big guns of the battleships started 
a terrific shelling, throwing a missile 
every minute with great precision. The 
shells fell short at first, but the range 
was soon found, and for 40 minutes 
nearly every shot fired tore great holes 
in Morro's stone walls. 
The Morro 


is on a high hill, but the American 
guns were elevated with seeming little 
difficulty. 


The Spanish guns in the castle re- 


plied vigorously.

Admiral Cervera's fleet heard the 


noise of battle and steamed clown near

Half a mile past Morro, on the left 


side and at a bend in the channel, are 
the batteries of La Zocapa, and the 
Spanish guns thundered forth volley 
after volley on the American ships' 
decks, some of the shots taking effect. 


Farther in the harbor is the fort of 


Punta Gorda, and the guns here also 
entered into action.

A NAVAL BATTLE 


Sohloy and Sampson Attack 
Cervera’s Fleet. 


FORTS RIDDLED WITH SHELLS

The Spanish Guns in Morro Oastle 
Replied Vigorously. 


CERVERA HAD TRIED TO ESCAPE. 


Sent Out His Torpedo Boat Destroyers to 
Destroy or Put the American Fleet to 
Flight—They Were Discovered By Search 
Light and Driven Back—The Battle Fol­ 
lowed a Few Hours Later—Our Naval 
Officials at Washington Discredit the 
Story of the Fight« 


Cape Haytien, Hayti, June 1.—Four­ 
teen American warships and two tor­ 
pedo boats began a terrible attack on 
the defenses of Santiago de Cuba har­ 
bor yesterday afternoon, Admiral Cer­ 
vera’s fleet taking part in the defense 
of the city. 


Admiral Sampson is said to have 
Joined Commodore Schley on blockade 
at noon, and the move was at once 
begun. Five American warships pass­ 
ed down through the Windward pas­ 
sage early in the morning, and these 
were probably Sampson's boats, the 
flagship New York being reported from 
Port au Prince, Hayti, as having been 
one of the second fleet. 


The forts of Morro Castle, La Zocapa 
and Punta Gorda suffered nearly total 
destruction. 
The cable between San­ 
tiago de Cuba and Cape Haytien is 
working, but Santiago is panicstricken 
and most of the populace is hiding in 
the hills back of the city. 
The cable 
operator at Santiago has only been at 
his post at intervals. 


The attack of the Americans began 
at 2 o’clock in the afternoon and the 
shelling of the forts was kept up until 
3:45, when the sound seemed to indi­ 
cate a battle at sea. 


The result is undoubtedly an Amer­ 
ican victory, but the details of the end 
of the fight have not come. 


Admiral Cervera, short of provisions, 
and knowing that a fight was inevit­ 
able, Monday night 
determined 
to 
make a desperate effort to escape from 
the harbor. 
About midnight he sent 
out the^torpedo boat destroyers Furor 
and Pluton to attack the American 
fleet, hoping that under the cover of 
night the destroyers, with their White­ 
head torpedoes, could sink the flying 
squadron, or at least put it to flight. 
He moved his cruisers up toward the 
harbor’s mouth, ready to flee if the 
mission of the destroyers was success­ 
ful. The small boats were discovered 
by the searchlights of the American 
ships, which haye played on the har­ 
bor’s month every nignt, and, under a 
strong flre, were compelled to turn 
back. Admiral Cervera’s effort to es­ 
cape had failed completely, and his 
ships returned to their anchorage about 
daybreak. 


About noon yesterday the American 
squadrons drew nearer the harbor in 
line of battle. On the flagship Brook­ 
lyn, with 
Commodore 
Schley, was 
Emilio Nunez, a Cuban 
pilot, who 
knew the harbor perfectly, and who 
had been brought over from Jamaica 
by the auxiliary cruiser Harvard. 


What ships Sampson took down are 
not known, but with Schley were the 
Brooklyn, the flrst class battleships 1 
Massachusetts and Iowa, the second 


monotory at the right of the entrance, 
and taking lip a position about two 
miles off shore began a bombardment. 
The big guns of the battleships started 
r a terrific shelling, throwing a missile 
every minute with great precision. The 
shells fell short at flrst, but the range 
was soon found, and for 40 minutes 
nearly every shot fired toro great holes 
in Morro’s stone walls. 
The Morro 
is on a high hill, but the American 
guns were elevated with seeming little 
difficulty. 


The Spanish guns in the* castle re­ 
plied vigorously. 
The fortifications 
there are stronger than popularly sup­ 
posed, and their strength showed. The 
Spanish gunners fought bravely, but 
their aim was poor. 


Admiral Cervera’s fleet heard the 
noise of battle and steamed down near 
the narrow entrance, and the Vizcaya, 
Almirante 
Oquendo, 
Infanta 
Maria 
Teresa and Cristobal Colon began to 
reply to the flre of the American com­ 
bined squadrons. 


Half a mile past Morro, on the left 
side and at a bend in the channel, are 
the batteries of La Zocapa, and the 
Spanish guns thundered forth volley 
after volley on the American ships’ 
decks, some of the shots taking effect. 


Farther in the harbor is the fort of 
Punta Gorda, and the guns here also 
entered into action. 
There are hills 
between these two forts and the sea, 
but with known elevation and distance, 
the Spanish gunners were enabled to 
reach the American ships. 


The cable operator at Santiago wires 
that the bombardment of the forts 
ceased at 3:45. 


Soon after there was terrific cannon­ 
ading heard farther out, presumably at 
sea. 
This continued . for some time, 
when about 5:30 the firing ceased com­ 
pletely. 
It is thought that Admiral 
Cervera sailed out to sea to give battle 
and that he has surrendered or his 
ships destroyed. 


Santiago will not answer requests 
for the number of Spanish killed, 
which must have been very great. 


NAVAL OFFICIALS SKEPTICAL. 


They Point Out the Improbality of 
the Reported Hattie. 


Washington, June 1.—Naval officials 
absolutely discredit the nev/s from 
Cape Haytien to the effect that Com­ 
modore Schley forced an entrance to 
Santiago bay and engaged the Spanish 
fleet in the harbor. 
While no official 
advices have been received from Com­ 
modore Schley since the battle is re­ 
ported to have occurred, the naval of­ 
ficials declare with positiveness that 
it is not only improbable, but in the 
circumstances almost impossible that 
an attempt should have been made by 
the American commodore to force an 
entrance to the bay. 


The latest official advices received 
from Commodore 
Schley were con­ 
tained in a cablegram which came late 
yesterday afternoon, and the commo­ 
dore gives no indication of an inten­ 
tion to try to enter the harbor of San­ 
tiago. While the contents of the dis­ 
patch were not made public the bul­ 
letin issued upon it by the navy de­ 
partment indicates that Commodore 
Schley is still endeavoring to deter­ 
mine just what Spanish vessels are in 
the harbor. The bulletin follows: 


"Commodore Schley's fleet has sight­ 
ed another vessel of the Vizcaya class 
in Santiago harbor.” 


The naval officers declare that Schley 
would not endeavor to force his way 
into the harbor in view of the great 
difficulties of navigation which would 
have to be surmounted in the effort. 
The entrance to the harbor is a chan­ 
nel nearly three-quarters of a mile in 
length and at one point only about 
a hundred yards 
wide. 
While the 
channel has plenty of water to float 
the ships it is tortuous and at places 
dangerous. 
Shore batteries line both 
sides of the channel, and a \Yissel run­ 
ning it would afford a target that not 
even a Spanish gunner could fail to hit.

W ashington, June 1.—W ednesday of 
last week brought dispatches confirm­ 
ing the reports that Commodore Schley 
had Cervera’s fleet securely bottled up 
in Santiago harbor. 
In a sham battle 
between 
the 
volunteers 
at Chicka­ 
m auga Lieutenant Batty, of the Six­ 
teenth 
Pennsylvania 
regiment, 
was 
seriously injured by being shot with a 
blank cartridge. 
Mrs. Klsie A. Mont- 
fort, of Council Bluffs, la., is the first 
pensioner of the present war, her son 
having been killed on the Maine. Owing 
to the shooting of two sailors a t Key 
West, a gang of sailors and marines 
surrounded the jail, and a lynching 
was narrowly averted. 


The chief event Wednesday w asthe is­ 
suance by the president of another call 
for 75,000 volunteers. 
This, with the 
previous call and the regular army, will 
make a fighting force of 278,500 men. 
It is not believed th at this 75,000 will 
be called upon for active service 


On Thursday the volunteers at Chick­ 
am auga Park, 
Ga., 
were furnished 
with the first fresh m eat they had re­ 
ceived since entering the service, and 
were jubilant thereat. The government 
accepted the offer of John Jacob Astor, 
of New York, to arm, equip and sup­ 
port a mountain battery of artillery. 
The Sixth Pennsylvania regriment, in 
camp at Camp Alger, near W ashington, 
celebrated the 85th anniversary of its 
organization. Private Campbell, of the 
Tenth Pensylvania, now at San F ra n ­ 
cisco, may be sent to Dry Tortugas for 
two years for cutting the uniform of a 
negro volunteer and then grossly defy­ 
ing orders. 


Friday’s reports told of Commodore 
Schley's departure from Key W est in 
search of Cervera's fleet. 
The commo­ 
dore expected to find the Spaniards at

pointed when, after guarding the en­ 
trance to the harbor for two days, he 
received information from Cuban in­ 
surgents th at Cervera was not there.

Picturesque Figure* Are They a* They 


Leup Nimbly from One Moiling Log 
to Another—Exploit* of Ituckett River 
Joe, » Itemarkttble £aw<-&oit bailor. 
Down the foaming channel of every 


river that flows from the mountain 
lakes aud tangled swamps of the 
Adirondack wilderness 
flotillas 
of 


brown spruce logs are now coming in 
steady processions towards the lumber 
and pulp mills in the surrounding vil- 
lages, where the gang saws and circu- 
lars are waiting grimly for them, says 
a Watertown (N. Y.) dispatch to the 
New York Sun. This is a sight that 
will be seen here for only a few years 
more, for the accessible parts of the 
great forest region are being stripped 
of this kind of lumber. 


The river driver, the hero of the 


lumber woods, is a picturesque figure 
as he leaps nimbly from one rolling 
log to anolher, clad in bright-lined 
flannel mackiuaws, with long-legged 
spiked boots, grasping his formidable 
peavey, or cant hook, or his sixteen- 
foot bow hook, as he calls the pike 
pole, which he deftly uses. He sleeps 
rolled up in a blanket on the damp 
ground, after standing, perhaps, all 
day waist deep in the icy water, and 
eats his four hearty meals of baked 
beans, boiled pork, saleratus biscuit 
and molasses, sitting beside a roaring 
camp fire, or, maybe, out on a jam of 
logs amidstrenm. No other work re- 
quires so much skill and agility. 


After the logs with a great crashing 


of ice have been tumbled into the 
stream from the roll ways, where the 
lumbermen's sleds deposited them, 
they go rushing down with the spring 
freshet, aand then begins the danger- 
ous and difficult part of the river 
driver's task. One gang follows along 
the banks of the stream to keep all the 
logs moving, while a smaller party, 
known as the rear drive, follows in 
big river boats to pick up all stray 
logs. The head drivers have no more 
substantial craft on which to cross and 
recross the foaming river than a green 
spruce log. Standing erect on this, 
with his spiked boots giving him a 
foothold, and the long bow hook used 
like a rope-walker's balancing pole, or 
to propel his slippery craft, the driver 
will shoot rapids where the current 
sweeps around huge rocks, with the 
logs tumbling all about him. 


When he notices that the current is 


getting sluggish and the stream is 
widening out, the word is passed back 
to the captain that there is a jam 
ahead. Leaping from log to log, and 
running over the surface of the mov- 
ing field of timber, the picked men of 
the crew gather at the scene of the 
trouble, where, piled against some 
rock amidstream, a constantly gather- 
ing mountain of logs is forming,damn- 
ing up the stream from bank to bank. 
The practised eye of the boss soon 
picks out the key log that is causing 
the trouble. This is generally located 
at the centre of the jam and at the 
lower side of the overhanging mount- 
ain of logs. It must be pried loose 
or chopped away. Some one must go 
out beneath that mountain of timbers, 
which, when the key log is loosened, 
will rush down stream with the force 
of an avalanche, and must deliberate- 
ly set the mountain in motion. The 
boss knows as well as every man about 
him what mighty forces are behind 
that mass of logs, and he calls for a 
volunteer. 
Some broad-shouldered 


swarthy driver steps out and grasps a 
peavey, and although he jests with his 
comrades as they tie the long lifeline 
about his waist, he knows that, if he 
loses his footing when the jam breaks, 
that rope will pull a crushed and bat- 
tered body ashore. 


Climbing out beneath the groaning 


pile of logs, he wrenches the cause of 
the mischief out, and as the loosened 
log shoots forward and the mountain 
of timber topples above him, the driver 
throws away his peavey aad makes a 
dash for life across the tumbling logs 
to the shore. Sometimes he is not so 
fortunate as to regain tfie bank, and 
all along the head waters of the Adiron- 
dack streams are the lonely graves of 
these unremembered heroes. 


Some of these saw-log sailors have 


won reputations for daring deeds. 
One of these, Backett Kiver Joe, or 
Joseph Thomas wasn't much to look 
at. His nose had been broken, and 
his face was cri--crossed with knife 
cuts, but he had a hero's heart At 
Coiton, St.

THE WORLD'S BIGGEST PUMP. 


It Can Deliver 2,5OO,OOO Gallons of Wa- 


ter .Per Hour. 


In a letter to the Chicago Becord 


from Houghton. Mich., a correspond- 
ent describes the Calumet and Hecla 
pump, named the Michigan, and the 
largest in the world. It can deliver 
2,500,000 gallons of water every hour 
in the 24, without being crowded to 
its limit of capacity, and it will do the 
work with scarcely us much noise as 
is made by the operation of an old- 
style sewing-machine. Outside the 
doors of the great building which 
houses it, no sound is heard from 
within, and, standing beside the mon- 
ster, uponjjthe brink of the pit con- 
nected with the lake from which the 
water is taken, almost the only sound 
heard is the noise of the suction, as 
with every stroke more than 1000 gal- 
lons are lifted. 


Briefly, it is a triple expansion 


pumping-engine, with a capacity of 
60,009,000 gallons, standing nearly 50 
feet in height, and requiring 1500 
horse-power for its operation. It has 
been proved by actual tests that the 
nominal capacity can be easily main- 
tained for an indefinite time without 
injury or strain, and that pushed to 
its full capacity the pump could han- 
dle "rproximately 75,000,000 gallons 
in 2* consecutive hours. 


'1 he duty of the pump is to furnish 


water for the great stamp mills of the 
Calumet and Hecla company, which 
has twenty-two steam pumps in con- 
tinuous operation, daily pulverizing 
5000 tons of conglomerate rock into 
sand so fine that it can be carried 
away by a stream of swiftly running 
water. Ths pump is housed in a spe- 
cial bui ding near the shore of Torch 
lake, a'id below the mills, and it 
forces a steady stream of water to the 
mills, where innumerable small jets 
play upon the great slime tables and 
jigs. Here the epeeific gravity of the 
fine particles of copper contained in 
the rock, separate the mineral from 
worthless sand, and the size and force 
of the streams of water are so nicely 
regulated as to wash away the sand, 
and yet carry with it the minimum of 
copper.

For 211 miles it is 
without a curve and has no cutting or 
embankment deeper than two or three 
feet.

It is said that the earliest mention 
made of the use of coal as a fuel is in 
the records of the Abbey of Peter* 
borough, in the year b5(J A. D., where 
is found an entry of twelve cart load* 
of “fo*#il fuel.” 


Down the foaming channel of every 
river that flow« from tho mountain 
lakes and tangled swamps of tho 
Adirondack wilderness 
flotillas 
of 
brown spruce logs are now coming in 
steady processions towards the lumber 
and pulp mills in the surrounding vil­ 
lages, where the gang saws and circu­ 
lars are waiting grimly for them, says 
a Watertown (N, Y.) dispatch to the 
New York Sun. 
This is a sight that 
will be seen here for only a few years 
more, for the accessible parts of the 
groat forest region are being stripped 
of this kind of lumber. 


Tho river driver, the hero of the 
lumber woods, is a picturesque figure 
as ho leaps nimbly from one rolling 
log to auollier, clad in bright-hued 
flannel mackinaws, with long-legged 
spiked boots, grasping his formidable 
peavey, or cant hook, or his sixteeu- 
foot bow hook, as he calls the pike 
pole, which he deftly uses. 
He sleeps 
rolled up iu a blanket on the damp 
ground, after standing, perhaps, all 
day waist deep in the icy water, and 
eatB his four hearty meals of baked 
beans, boiled pork, saleratus biscuit 
and molasses, sitting beside a roaring 
camp fire, or, maybe, out on a jam of 
logs amidstream. 
No other work re­ 
quires so muoli skill and ability. 


After the logs with a great crashing 
of ice have been tumbled into the 
stream from the roll ways, where the 
lumbermen’s sleds deposited them, 
they go rushing down with tho spring 
freshet, oand then begins the danger­ 
ous and difficult part of the river 
driver’s task. One gang follows along 
the banks of the stream to keep all tho 
logs moving, while a smaller party, 
known as the rear drive, follows in 
big river boats to pick up all stray 
logs. 
Tho head drivers have no more 
substantial craft on which to cross and 
recross the foaming river than a green 
spruce log. 
Standing erect on this, 
with his spiked boots giviug him a 
foothold, and tho long bow hook used 
like a rope-walker’s balancing j>ole, or 
to propel his slippery craft, the driver 
will shoot rapids where the current 
sweeps around huge rocks, with the 
logs tumbling all about him. 


When he notices that the current is 
getting sluggish and the stream is 
widening out, the word is passed back 
to the captain that there is a jam 
ahead. 
Leaping from log to log, and 
running over the surface of the mov­ 
ing field of timber, the picked men of 
the crew gather at the scene of the 
trouble, where, piled against some 
rook amidstream, a constantly gather­ 
ing mountain of logs is forming, damn­ 
ing up the stream from bank to bank. 
The practised eye of the boss soon 
picks out the key log that is causing 
the trouble. 
This is generally located 
at the centre of the jam and at the 
lower side of the overhanging mount­ 
ain of logs. 
It must be pried loose 
or chopped away. 
Some one must go 
out beneath that mountain of timbers, 
which, when the key log is loosened, 
will rush down stream with the force 
of an avalanche, and must deliberate­ 
ly set the mountain in motion, 
Tho 
boss knows as well as every man about 
him what mighty forces are behind 
that mass of lo;^s, and he calls for a 
volunteer. 
Some broad-shouldered 
swarthy driver steps out and grasps a 
peavey, and although he jests with his 
comrades as they tie the long lifeline 
about his waist, he knows that, if he 
loses his footing when the jam breaks, 
that rope will pull a crushed and bat­ 
tered body ashore. 


Climbing out beneath the groaning 
pile of logs, he wrenches the cause of 
the mischief out, and as the loosened 
log shoots forward and tho mountain 
of timber topples above him, tho driver 
throws away his peavey and makes a 
dash for life across the tumbling logs 
to the shore. 
Sometimes he is not so 
fortunate as to regain tiie bank, and 
all along the headwaters of the Adiron­ 
dack streams are the lonely graves of 
these unremembered heroes, 


Some of these saw-log sailors have 
won reputations for daring deeds. 
One of these, Rackett liiver Joe, or 
Josoph Thomas, wasn’t much to look 
at. 
His nose had been broken, and 
his face was cris-crossed with knife 
cuts, but he had a hero’s heart. 
At 
Colton, St, 
Lawrence county, his 
“ buddy,” or camp mate, 
down stream 011 a log, 
himself from plunging 
High Falls, who*e the river takei a 
leap of sixty fed between rocky walls, 
he sprang from the log to a rock iu 
midstream, where he clung all night. 
It was bitterly cold. 
Tho next morn­ 
ing with a rope 111 hand, paid out by 
the men on shore, “ Joe” went out, 
standiug on a sjiruce log, to float down 
fctream and rescue his friend. 
The 
rushing current bore the Jog too far 
from the rock for him to make the 
leap, and when he saw that he must 
go over the falls, he threw the line to 
his “ buddy” on the rock. 
Driving 
apparently to certain death, the little 
Frenchman waved his old slouch hat 
to the breathless men on shore, point­ 
ed his log for the middle of the stream, 
and, as it shot over the brink, leaped 


was carried 
and to save 
over Colton 


chasm. 
Ho came to the surface far 
below and swam ashore. 


Another Well-known character along 
Rackett river is “ One-Eyed Vet” 
Chase, who can lie down and regain 
his feet or stand on his head on a six­ 
teen-inch log without getting tho soles 
of his spiked boots wet. “ Hod” Brown 
is the giant of the drivers, w’ho* can 
shoulder a standard spruce log and 
walk off with it, although a heavy 
load for six ordinary men. 
“ Tip” 
Knapp, who wras recently drowned 
w'hile trying to rescue a boatload of 
children on the Willamette river, Ore­ 
gon, was the man who once jumped 
across the St. Regis river at Parish- 
ville, where it plunges between rocky 
walls sixteen feet apart. 
By this ex­ 
ploit “ Tip” earned fame and escaped 
from a constable who had a warrant 
for him. 


THE WORLD’S BIGGEST PUMP. 


It Can D e liv e r a,500,OOO G allon s o f W a ­ 
ter JVr H ou r. 


In a letter to the Chicago Record 
from Houghton, Mich., a correspond­ 
ent describes the Calumet and Hecla 
pump, named the Michigan, and the 
largest in the world. 
It can deliver 
2,500,000 gallous of water every hour 
in the 24, without being crowded to 
itb limit of capacity, and it will do the 
work with scarcely as much noise as 
is made by the operation of an old- 
style sewing-machine. 
Outside the 
doors of the great building which 
liousos it, no sound is heard from 
within, aud, standing beside the rnon- 
stor, uponjthe brink of the pit con­ 
nected with the lako from which the 
water is taken, almost the only sound 
heard is the noise of the suction, as 
with every stroke more than 1000 gal­ 
lons are lifted. 


Briefly, it is a triple expansion 
pumping-cngine, with a capacity of 
60,OOt),000 gallons, standiug nearly 50 
feet in height, and requiring 1500 
liorse-power for its operation. 
It has 
been proved by aotual tests that the 
nominal capacity can be easily main­ 
tained for an indefinite time without 
injury or strain, and that pushed to 
its full capacity the pump could han­ 
dle ';>proximately 75,000,000 gallons 
in 2^ consecutivo hours. 


rJ he duty of the pump is to furnish 
water for the great stamp mills of the 
Calumet and Hecla company, which 
has twenty-two steam pumps in con­ 
tinuous operation, daily pulverizing 
5000 tons of conglomerate rock into 
sand so fine that it can be carried 
away by a stream of swiftly running 
Avater. 
Ths pump is housed iu a spe­ 
cial bui ding near the shore of Torch 
lake, a id below the mills, and it 
forces a steady stream of water to tho 
mills, where innumerable small jets 
play upon the great slime tables and 
jigs. 
Here the specific gravity of the 
fine particles of copper contained in 
the rock, separate the mineral from 
worthless sand, and the size and force 
of the streams of water are so nicely 
regulated as to wash away the sand, 
and yet carry with it the minimum of 
copper,

Deadly Weapons Carried by Miners. 
In the Century there are several pa- 


pers devoted to the Pennsylvania coal 
regions. Henry Edward Bood writes 
of'A Polyglot Community." He says, 
concerning the foreign miners: 


The first purchase made by Slovak 


or Polack is a revolver, by Italian or 
Sicilian a stiletto; then the newcomer 
buys a silver watch, and after that is 
secured he begins to save money. If 
the Slovak or Polaek is particularly 
thrifty, he postpones purchasing a re- 
volver for several months and carries 
in one pocket a round, hard stone, 
large enough to crush a man's skull 
and in another a piece of iron filched 
from the colliery scrap-heap. The 
Italian or Sicilian too poor or too 
penurious to afford a stiletto buys, 
begs or steals a long file and sits down 
in his shanty or by the roadside, with 
two or three stones and grinds it to a 
keen edge and a needle-like point. 
Then he fastens the blunt end in a 
corn-cob and has ready for use a 
weapon of no mean possibilities. 
Once armed, however, and provided 
with a watch, the foreigner manages 
to live at a total expense of about $6 
a month—and this may be regarded as 
a liberal estimate in most instances.

The lntor«tlnir Work That I. Going- On 


«* the Frankford Arsenal, Pbiliidelphia 
~Te»tli,Ktlie Modified Krag-Jorgen..,,, 
Gun Before Giving It to the Kegular». 
The work going on at the Frankford 


arsenal, Philadelphia, founded by the 
United States government in 1816 
should be now of more than common 
interest. 
Exact scientific experiments 


iave been in progress at the arsenal 
lor years, and, while much of the 
work is secret, enough is made public 
to show the great importance of the 
results sought. There is an elaborate 
laboratory tilled with the most deli- 
cate instruments, and all sorts of de- 
structive inventions are tested at the 
factory. 
There 
is a proof-house, 


where over three hundred kinds of 
smokeless powder have been experi- 
mented with, and a hospital ready to 
receive any unfortunates who may be 
blown up accidentally. The workmen 
m the factories take their lives in their 
hands daily. 


One of the most important works 


performed at the arsenal in recent 
years has been the testing and manu- 
facture of the new 
thirty-calibre 


smokeless powder cartridges for the 
so-called United States magazine rifle. 
-This is the rifle used in our army. 
It 


is really a modified Krag-Jorgensen 
rice, but it is superior to that instru- 
ment. It is peculiarly an American 
magazine rifle, and its design is not 
generally known outside of arffly cir- 
cles 
The rifle weighs only eight and 


a half pounds, but it carries five cart- 
ridges in its magazine, and it can be 
reloaded so rapidly that a soldier can 
snoot forty times in a minute 


The cartridges for this rifle'ara now 


being manufactured as rapidly as pos- 
sible. Yankee ingenuity has invented 
tne most complicated but 
effective 


machinery to turn out these cart- 
ridges and it is worth a visit to the 
arsenal to see them made. The sheH 
enters the machine in the shape of a 
small disc of metal, and after passing 
automatically through fifteen different 
perfect machines it drops out finished 
Then the shells, powder and bullets 
are all fed into another machine which 
is almost human in its actions As 
each shell comes into the machine a 
certain quantity of smokeless powdet 
pours into it from a large flarinx fun- 
nel and then the bullet i* in^Srted 
mechanically and the neck of the shell 
crimped. Each cartridge is tested'be- 
fore it is turned over to the authori- 
ties for use.

Some time ago John E. Burton of

CaL He found a number of fine specil 
mens aud one of them is claimed to 
be the largest group or mass of 
crysta s ever found. 
As taken out 


from the drift where it was uncovered, 
it was 11 feet 7 inches in circumfer- 
ence; it was 4 feet 2 inches long, 3 
feet 6 inches wide, and 3 feet 2 inches 
high. It weighed 2200 pounds. The

Bouses Are Built So »* to 


Earthquake Knocks. 


Ida Tigner Hodnett writes of "The 


Little Japanese at Home" in St. Nicho. 
las. The author says: 


The climate, of course, varies in 


different parts; even in the mid-coun- 
try the cold is intense in winter and 
the heat intense in summer, yet both 
cold and heat are somewhat lessened 
by the surrounding ocean. To strang- 
ers it seems odd to see orange-trees 
bright with golden fruit, and at the 
same time icicles glittering in the 
morning sun, but this is one of the 
strange sights presented to the view 


In their dwellings shelter from the 


rain shade from the sun, and free 
circulation of air are mainly sought bv 
the Japanese, who, as a rule, seem to 
be able to endure much cold. 
Even 


on winter days their houses are seen 
entirely open to the morning suu, and 
in this respect they set a good example 
to their western brethren. Then, too 
these houses must be such as will 
not be readily shaken to the ground in 
an. earthquake, for Japan is a land of 
earthquakes. 


For security against this danger the 


house is put together in a very simple 
way. 
All parts of the structure are 


neld together, one author save, bv a 
system of "dovetailing" neither nails 
nor screws being used in their produc- 
tion, except for ornament 
It is not 


made fast to the ground, but stands 
upon wooden legs or columns, which 
are merely placed upon stones hiKh 
enough to keep the ends out of water 
inen, when an earthquake occurs, the 
building moves to and fro, and settles 
down again after the vibration has 
fu*3! 
Jt is belie^ed that most of 
the damage from earthquakes in Ja- 
panese cities has occurred with houses 
having tiled roofs, as the tiles are 
easily shaken loose, and, being heavy 
cause destruction in their fall. Budd- 
ings with roofs of wood or thatch gen- 
erally escape damage. 


It is thought that the use of tiled 


roofs arose from the dread of fire Al- 
though many roofs are made of stooe 
tiles, the majority are of wood, bam- 
boo or thatch. Thatch is much used 
in the poorest villages; but even tem- 
ples, as well as dwellings, have been 
known to be thatched. On the ridge 
of this thatched roof the iris is fre- 
quently planted; and when in bloom 
its velvety-purple blossoms and light 
green leaves give the house a pic- 
turesque appearance. 
Seen from a 


distance, the village looks as if there 
were little gardens on the tops of the 
houses.

Most dwellings are but one story 


high. When the roof and framework 
are made it remains to araange for 
the outside walls and .the partitions 
of the rooms. Most foreigners regard 
the outside walls as huge windows,for 
they are merely light wooden lattice- 
work frames covered with a stiff 
semi-transparent paper. These frames 
slide in grooves, so that thev can be 
taken out at pleasure, leaving the 
whole house open to the cool breezes. 
At night they are covered with aniado 
or wooden shutters, which also slide 
in grooves along the edge ot the veran- 
da o*a projection of the floor, and so 
shut m the house.

SMOKELESS CARTRIDGES. 


DESTRUCTIVE 
MISSILES 
FOR 
THE 
NEW ARMY MAGAZINE RIFLE. 


The Interesting Work That 1* Going On 
»t tho Frankfortl Arsenal» P h iladelph ia 
—•Touting the Modified Krag-Jorgensen 
Gun Before Giving It to the Keffttlari, 
The work going on at the Frankford 
arsenal, Philadelphia, founded by the 
United States government in 1816, 
should be now of more than common 
interest. 
Exact scientific experiments 
have been in progress at the arsenal 
for years, and, while much of the 
work is secret, enough is made public 
to show the great importance of the 
results sought. 
There is an elaborate 
laboratory tilled with the most deli­ 
cate instruments, and all sorts of de­ 
structive inventions are tested at the 
factory. 
There 
is a proof-house, 
where over three hundred kinds of 
smokeless powder have been experi­ 
mented with, and a hospital ready to 
receive any unfortunates who may be 
blown up accidentally. 
The workmen 
in the factories take their lives in their 
hands daily. 


One of the most important works 
performed at the arsenal in recent 
years has been the testing and manu­ 
facture of the 
new 
thirty-calibre 
smokeless powder cartridges for the 
so-called United States magazine rifle. 
This is the rifle used in our army. 
It 
is really a modified Krag-Jorgensen 
rifle, but it is superior to that instru­ 
ment. 
It is peculiarly an American 
magazine rifle, and its design is not 
generally known outside of arrfiy cir­ 
cles. 
The riile weighs only eight and 
a half pounds, but it carries five cart­ 
ridges in its magazine, and it cau be 
reloaded so rapidly that a soldier cau 
shoot forty times in a minute. 


The cartridges for this rifle ara now 
being manufactured as rapidly as pos­ 
sible. 
Yankeo ingenuity has invented 
the most complicated but effective 
machinery to turn out these cart­ 
ridges, and it is worth a visit to the 
arsenal to see them made. 
The shell 
enters the machine in the shape of a 
small diso of metal, and after passing 
automatically through fifteen different 
perfect machines it drops out finished. 
Then the shells, powder and bullets 
are all fed into another machine, whic^i 
is almost human in its actions. 
As 
each shell comes into the machine a 
certain quantity of smokeless po\ydei* 
pours into it from a large flaring fun­ 
nel, and then the bullet U iuxfrted 
mechanically and the neck of the shell 
crimped. 
Each cartridge is tested be­ 
fore it is turned over to the authori­ 
ties for use. 


Before these cartridges were select­ 
ed, a long series of tests was made 
with them at the arsena]. 
It* was 
found that the small cartridges would 
travel much further than the old-fash­ 
ioned forty-five calibre bullet, and 
that they would penetrate deeper, and 
be less likely to kill. They weigh only 
220 grains against the old 500-grain 
ball, and they require only thirty- 
seven grains of smokeless powder 
against seventy grains of the old. 
Thus, a soldier can carry seventy-five 
of the new cartridges as easily as he 
could 100 of the old.

I once saw a single pugnacious lit­ 
tle house wren engage a whole flock 
of Engflish sparrows. 
He was more

them; but in the end, I regret to say, 
he was killed outright before my eyes. 
This is the only instance of the kind I 
have ever seen. 
A lady friend tells 
me that a Baltimore oriole started to 
build his wonderful, pensile nest last 
season in an apple tree near her home 
and that the English sparrows made 
bitter war upon him and his house. 
She watched the struggle one evening, 
and the next morning tho oriole not 
appearing she went into her garden 
and found him ‘lying dead under the 
apple tree with his head pecked open. 
I have often been witness to the vio­ 
lent interferences by them in the 
nest-building of robins and orioles, 
and, outnumbered as our native birds 
are, they always relinquish their task. 
Here is a problem: 
A report pre­ 
sented to us by the department of ag< 
riculture shows that a single pair of 
English sparrows may,in a single dec­ 
ade, bring into existence 275,710,983,- 
698 descendants. 
What is to become 
of our beautiful native song-birds 
when the English sparrow swarms 
over the land? 
As yet, except imme­ 
diately around the farmhouses, this 
offensive bird is not often seen in the 
country districts.—Lynn T. Sprague, 
in Outing. 


Splendid Crystals In California* 


Some time ago John E. Burton of 
Lake Geneva, Wis.. leased the right 
to prospect for crystals in the old 
Green 
Mountain 
mine, near Mo- 
kolumue Hill, in Calaveras county, 
Cal. He found a number of fine speci­ 
mens, and one of them is claimed to 
bo 
the largest group or mass of 
crystals ever found. 
As taken out 
from the drift where it was uncovered, 
it was 11 feet 7 inches in circumfer­ 
ence; it was 4 feet 2 inches long, 3 
feet 6 inches wide, and 3 feet 2 inches 
high. 
It weighed 2200 pounds. 
The 
mass 
included 
one largo 
central 
crystal and a surrounding group of 
smaller ones. 
From the central one 
it was estimated that a perfect sphere 
14 inches in diameter could be cut, 
while several others from 3 to 8 inches 
in ’diameter could be obtained from 
the mass. 
Mr. Burton has found in 
all twelve tons of crystals. —Engineer* 
ing and Mining Journal.

THE JAPANESE HOME, 


Houses Are B uilt So as to "Withstand 
Earthquake Shocks. 


Ida Tigner Hodnett writes of “ The 
Little Japanese at Home” in St. Nicho­ 
las. 
The author says: 


The climate, of course, varies in 
different parts; even in the mid-coun­ 
try the cold is intense in winter, and 
the heat intense in summer, yet both 
cold and heat are somewhat lessened 
by tho surrounding ocean. To strang­ 
ers it seems odd to see orange-trees 
bright with golden fruit, and at the 
same time icicles glittering in the 
morning sun, 
but this is one of tho 
strange sights presented to the view. 


In their dwellings shelter from the 
rain, shade from the sun, and free 
circulation of air are mainly sought by 
the Japanese, who, as a rule, seem to 
bo able to endure much cold. 
Even 
on winter days their houses are seen 
entirely open to the morning sun, and 
in this respect they set a good example 
to their western brethren. 
Then, too, 
these houses 
must be such as will 
not be readily shaken to the ground in 
an earthquake, for Japan is a land of 
earthquakes. 


For security against this danger, the 
house is put together in a very simple 
way. 
All parts of the structure are 
held together, one author says, by a 
system of “ dovetailing,” neither nails 
nor screws being used in their produc­ 
tion, except for ornament. 
It is not 
made fast to the ground, but s^andB 
upon wooden legs or columns, which 
are merely placed upon stones high 
enough to keep the ends out of water. 
Thon, when an earthquake occurs, the 
building moves to and fro, and settles 
down again after the vibration has 
ceased. 
It iB believed that most of 
the damage from earthquakes in J a ­ 
panese cities has occurred with houses 
having tiled roofs, as the tiles are 
easily shaken loose, and, beingheavy, 
cause destruction in their fall. Build­ 
ings with roofs of wood or thatch gen­ 
erally escape damage. 


It is thought that the use of tiled 
roofs arose from the dread of fire. Al­ 
though many roofs are made of stone 
tiles, the majority are of wood, bam­ 
boo, or thatch. 
Tbatch is much used 
in the poorest villages; but even tem­ 
ples, as well as dwellings, have been 
known to be thatched. 
On the ridge 
of this thatched roof the iris is fre­ 
quently planted; and when in bloom, 
its Yelvety-jmrple blossoms and light 
green leaves give the house a pic­ 
turesque appearance. 
Seen from a 
distance, the village looks as if there 
were little gardens on the tops of the 
houses. 


Most dwellings are but one story 
high. 
When the roof and framework 
are made, it remains to araange for 
the outside walls and the partitions 
of the rooms. 
Most foreigners regard 
the outside walls as huge windows,for 
they are merely light wooden lattice­ 
work frames covered with a stiff, 
semi-transparent paper. These frames 
slide in grooves, so that they can be 
taken out at pleasure, leaving the 
whole house open to the cool breezes. 
At night they are covered with amado, 
or wooden shutters, which also slide 
in grooves along the edge ot the veran­ 
da o#a projection of the floor, and so 
shut in the house. 
In the daytime 
tho shutters are pushed back so as to 
form ornamental side-pieces. 
This 
kind of wall aud window in one is an­ 
other of the needs of building in an 
earthquake land, where the use of 
glass would be dangerous and costly. 


The rooms are made by means of 
sliding partitions of woven bamboo,or 
else of paper-covered latticework simi­ 
lar to the outside walls, fitted into 
grooves in the ceiling. 
The ceiling 
and all the frames for outside and in­ 
side walls are of unpainted wood, and 
all parts of the house are generally 
kept perfectly clean. 


BEAR ON A COWCATCHER. 


Stayed There on a Ten-M ile Kun and 


Was Shot. 


Not long ago as a train was passing 
through Wilder's Cut, 
near Olcut 
Bun, Penn,, the engineer was aston­ 
ished to soe a black bear coming around 
a sharp curve. 
The cut is so narrow 
that there is hardly room for a man to 
stand aside and allow an engino to 
pass without striking him. 
Bruin 
was more amazed than the engineer. 
Instead of stepping aside, ho reared 
on his haunches and awaited events,. 
The locomotive was running less than 
twenty miles an hour, for the place is 
a dangerous one. 
Upon seeing the 
bear the engineer shut off steam, and 
applied the brakes, but the distance 
was too short to escape an accident, 
The cowcatcher slid under the hind 
legs of the brute, and lifted him off 
the ground. 


Thinking all trouble was over, tho 
engineer put on steam once more, 
while the fireman climbed out of the 
cab window,and stole along the guard 
rail to find out what had become of the 
bear. 
He was there, clasping the cow­ 
catcher, the lower part of his body 
just grazing the ground, and his head 
almost reaching the bottom of the 
headlight. 
He seemed to understand 
that the only thing he could do was to 
hold fast, and he did so during the 
next run to the station, ten miles dis­ 
tant. 
The station agent was standing 
at the depot door as the train ap­ 
proached. 
Tho sight of a full grown 
bear on the cowcatcher fairly took 
away his breath. 


As soon as the engine came to a 


standstill Bruin slipped from his perch, 
and made a break for freedom. 
This 
took him straight toward the agent, 
who dashed through the door, slammed 
it shut, leaped through tho rear door, 
and went up tho street at a furious 
rate, calling out: “ Boar! Bear! Some­ 
body get a gun!” 


JSoon tho town was in a turmoil, a 
yelling crowd following in hot pursuit 
of tho bear, some of the boys pelting 
him with stones. 
Suddenly a t>ig 
shepherd dog bounced out of a yard, 
and dashed after the bear. 
Bruin 
paused but a minute or two, but when 
ho passed on, tho rash dog had no fu­ 
ture interest in the proceedings. 


At the street corner a lawyer carry­ 
ing a double-barreled gun came faco 
to face with tho bear* but Hie latter 
turned down tho nearest alley* 
The 
crowd increased, aud encircled the 
frightened animal, makiug escape im­ 
possible, 
Fiuding himself at bay, 
Bruin backed up against a barn, rear­ 
ing on his haunches. Tbo lawyer sent 
two bullet« into tho bear, whereupon 
the 
woundod animal 
charged the 
crowd. One urchin fell, was trampled 
upon, and had a leg broken. 
The 
lawyer slipped another bullet into his 
gun, and sent the shot through Bruin’s 
head and finished him. 
By this time 
the engineer and fireman recalled tlve 
fact that a tram load of passengers 
were waiting Q,t tho station, and hur­ 
ried back and resumed their official 
duties after' a bear hunt of about 
twenty minutes. 


MODERN WARFARE. 


Tho Important Part tho Engineer Plays 


In It. 


I t is t-o the work of the engineer 
more than to any other member of the 
community that the country must look 
for defense and offense, aud it is in 
the machine shops and ship yards, in 
the draughtingrooms and mechanical 
laboratories that the destinies of mod­ 
ern nations are to be decided. 


One has only to look back a few 
hundred years in history and note tho 
absolute transformation wrought in 
warfare os soon as the introduction of 
gunpowder and ¿re artillery became 
an accomplished fact. 
The trained 
knight, bred to arms, and honestly 
believing that in him lay all the 
science of warfare that could ever be 
possible, was suddenly transformed 
into a ridiculous Don Quixote, help­ 
less before the rude band of ¡peasants 
who, with theiT “ rillanous saltpetre,” 
made all his* knowledge of the art of 
war obsolete. Today *e are undoubt­ 
edly on tho verge of a similar trans­ 
formation, and should the misfortune 
of war become a dire necessity there 
is every reason to believe that the in­ 
genuity of American engineers, 
con­ 
structors and inventors would evolve 
devices of destruction before which 
the existing battleshijjs and fortifica­ 
tions would soon be relegated to ob­ 
scurity. 
Two instances of most re­ 
cent occurrence have demonstrated 
the weakness of modern warships; 
one the ease with which the single 
blow of a ram sent the Victoria to the 
bottom of the Mediterranean, 
the 
other tho havoc which a single explo­ 
sion wrought upon the Maine in Ha­ 
vana harbor. 
The modern warship is 
fatally like the armored knight of 
mediæval times, vulnerable because of 
exceeding bulk and clumsiness, a fair 
mark for the skill of the engineer who 
can combine force and motion and 
substitute rapidity for massiveness and 
secrecy for strength.—The Engineer. 


Life of a Fire Engine. 


The life of a fire engine in this cit> 
in its first use is ten years. 
It is thon 
rebuilt, and is good either in regular 
service or as a reserve engine, for ten 
years more. 
After twenty years of 
service the old engine is sold at auc­ 
tion. 


It may be bought by another city or 
town fur use as a fire engine, but this 
happens very rarely. 
The engines are 
heavy, and they must bo drawn by 
horses, so they are not adapted for 
use in smaller cities. 
The old engine 
is oftener bought by a contractor for 
use, for instance in pumping out cel­ 
lars. 
In such service a steam pres­ 
sure of fifty pounds might be ample 
for the work, while in fire service a 
pressure of 150 pounds might be re­ 
quired. 
In such work as this the old 
engine might last three or four years 
more. 


Sometimes the discarded fire depart­ 
ment engine is bought by a junk deal­ 
er, who breaks it up for the metals it 
contains, and this is what they all 
come to at last.—New York Sun.

Successor to W. A. Himes. 


Sent Out His Torpedo Boat Destroyers to 
Destroy or Put the American Fleet to 
Flight—They Were Discovered By Search 
Light and Driven Back—The Battle Fol- 
lowed a Few Hours Later—Our Naval 
Officials at Washington Discredit the 
Story of the Fights 


Cape Haytien, Haytl, June 1.—Four- 
teen American warships and two tor- 
pedo boats began a terrible attack on 
the defenses of Santiago de Cuba har- 
bor yesterday afternoon, Admiral Cer- 
vera's fleet taking part in the defense 
of the city. 


A(Vmiral Sampson is said to have 
Joined Commodore Schley on blockade 
at noon, and the move was at once 
begun. 
Five American warships pass- 
ed down through the Windward pas- 
sage early in the morning, and these 
were probably Sampson's boats, the 
flagship New York being reported from 
Port au Prince, Hayti, as having been 
one of the second fleet. 


The forts of Morro Castle, La Zocapa 
and Punta Gorda suffered nearly total 
destruction. 
The cable between San- 
tiago de Cuba and Cape Haytien 
is 
working, but Santiago is panicstricken 
and most of the populace is hiding in 
the hille back of the city. 
The cable 
operator at Santiago has only been at 
his post at intervals. 


The attaok of the Amei'icana began 
at 2 o'clock in the afternoon and the 
shelling of the forts was kept up until 
3:45, when the sound seemed to indi- 
cate a battle at eea. 


The result is undoubtedly an Amer- 
ican victory, but the details of the end 
of the flght have not come. 


Admiral Cervera, short of provisions, 
and knowing that a flght Avas inevit- 
able, Monday night 
determined 
to 
make a desperate effort to escape from 
the harbor. 
About midnight he sent 
out the^orpedo boat destroyers Furor 
and Pluton to attack 
the 
American 
fleet, hoping that under the cover of 
night the destroyers, with their White- 
head torpedoes, could sink the flying 
squadron, or at least put it to 
flight 
He moved his cruisers up toward the 
harbor's mouth, ready to flee if the 
mission of the destroyers was success- 
ful, 
The small boats were discovered 
by the searchlights of the American 
ships, which have played on the har- 
bor's month every nignt, and, under a 
strong fire, were compelled 
to turn 
back. 
Admiral Cervera's effort to es- 
cape had failed completely, and his 
ships returned to their anchorageabout 
dayl)reak. 


About noon yesterday the American 
squadrons drew nearer the harbor In 
line of battle. 
On the flagship Brook- 
lyn, v/lth 
Commodore 
Schley, 
was 
Emilio Nunez, a Cuban 
pilot, who 
knew the harbor perfectly, and who 
had been brought over from Jamaica 
by the auxiliary cruiser Harvard. 


What ships Sampson took down are 
not known, but with Schley were the 
Brooklyn, the first class battleships 
Massachusetts and Iowa, the second 


monotory at the right of tho entrance, 
and taking up a position about two' 
miles off shore began a bombardment. 
The big guns of the battleships started 
a terrific shelling, throwing a missile 
every minuto with great prerision. The 
shells foil short at flrst. but the range 
was soon found, and for 40 minutes 
nearly every shot fired tore great holes 
in Morro's stone walls. 
The Morro 
is on a high hill, but the American 
guns were elevated with seeming little 
difficulty. 


The Spanish guns in the^ castle re- 
plied vigorously. 
The fortifications 
there are stronger than poiiuiarly sup- 
posed, and their strength sliowed. The 
Spanish gunners fought bravely, but 
their aim was poor. 


Admiral Cervera's fleet heard the 
noise of battle and steamed down near 
the narrow entrance, and the Vizcaya, 
Almirante 
Oquendo, 
Infanta 
Maria 
Teresa and Cristobal Colon began to 
reply to the fire of the American com- 
bined squadrons. 


Half a mile past Morro, on the left 
side and at a bend in the channel, are 
the batteries of La 2ocapa, and the 
Spanish guns thundered forth volley 
after volley on the American ships' 
decks, some of the shots taking effect. 


Farther in the harbor is the fort of 
Punta Gorda, and the guns here also 
entered into action. 
There are hills 
between these two forts and the sea, 
but with known elevation and distance, 
the Spanish gunners were enabled to 
reach the American ships. 


The cable operator at Santiago wires 
that the bombardment of the 
forts 
ceased at 3:45. 


Soon after there was terrific cannon- 
ading heard farther out, presumably at 
sea. 
This continued , for some time, 
v/hen about 5:30 the firiftg ceased com- 
pletely. 
It is thought that Admiral 
Cervera sailed out to sea to give battle 
and that he has surrendered or his 
ships destroyed.

NAVAL OFFIQALS SKEPTICAL.

WashiHgton, June 1.—Naval oflicials 
absolutely discredit 
the nev/s 
from 
Cape Haytien to the effect that Com- 
modore Schley forced an entrance to 
Santiago bay and engaged the Spanish 
fleet in the harbor. 
While no official 
advices have been received from Com- 
modore Schley since the battle is re- 
ported to have occuiTed, the naval of- 
ficials declare with positiveness that 
it is not only improbable, but in the 
circumstances almost impossible that 
an attempt should have been made by 
the American commodore to force an 
entrance to the bay. 


The latest ofllcial advices received 
from Commodore 
Schley were con- 
tained in a cablegram which came late 
yesterday afternoon, and the commo- 
dore gives no indication of an inten- 
tion to try to enter the harbor of San- 
tiago. 
While the contents of the dis- 
patch were not made public the bul- 
letin issued upon it by the navy de- 
partment indicates that Commodore 
Schley is still endeavoring to deter- 
mine just what Spanish vessels are in 
the harbor. 
The bulletin follows: 


"Commodore Schley's fleet has sight- 
ed another vessel of the Vizcaya class 
in Santiago harbor." 


The naval officers declare that Schley 
would not endeavor to force his way 
into the harbor in view of the great 
difficulties of navigation which would 
have to be surmounted in the effort. 
Tho entrance to the harbor is a chan- 
nel nearly three-quarters of a mile In 
length and at one point only about 
a hundred yards 
wide. 
While 
the 
channel has plenty of water to float 
the ship5 it is tortuous and at places 
dangerous. 
Shore batteries lino both 
Bides of the channel, and a \^ssel run- 
ning it would aftord 
a target that not 
even a Spanish gunner could fail to hit.

Down the foaming channel of every 
river that How« from tho 
mountain 
lakes 
aud 
tangled 
swamps 
of 
tho 
Adirondack 
wilderness 
flotillas 
of 
brown spruce logs are now coming in 
steady i>rocossions towards the lumber 
and jDulp mills in tho surrounding vil- 
lages, where the gang saws and circu- 
lars are waiting grimly for them, says 
a Watertown (N. Y,) disj^atch to 
the 
New York Sun. 
This is a sight that 
will be seen hero for only a few years 
more, for the accessible parts 
of 
the 
groat forest region are being stripped 
of this kind of lumber. 


Tho river driver, the hero of the 
lumber woods, is a picturesque figure 
as ho leaps nimbly 
from ono rolling 
log to another, clad in bright-hued 
fiunnol mackinaws, with 
long-legged 
spiked boots, grasping his formidable 
poavey, or cant hook, or his sixteen- 
foot bow hook, HR ho calls the pike 
pole, which ho deftly uses. 
Hesl'»eps 
rolled up in a blanket on the dajup 
ground, after standing, perhaps, 
all 
day waist doej) iu tho icy water, and 
eats his four hearty meals of baked 
beans, boiled pork, saleratus 
biscuit 
and molasses, sitting beside a roaring 
camp fire, or, maybe, out on a jam of 
logs amidstream. 
Ko other work re- 
quires so mueh skill and as^ility. 


After the logs with a great crashing 
of ice have been tumbled into 
the 
stream from the roll "ways, Avhero tho 
lumbermen's sleds 
deposited 
them, 
they go rushing down with tho spring 
freshet, aand thou begins the danger- 
ous and 
difficult part of 
the 
river 
driver's task. One gang follows along 
the banks of the stream to keep all tho 
logs moving, while a smaller paKy, 
known as the rear drive, follows in 
big idver boats to pick up all stray 
logs. 
Tho head drivers have no more 
substantinl craft on which to cross aud 
recroas the foaming river than a green 
spruce log. 
Standing erect on this, 
with his spiked boots giving 
him a 
foothold, and tho long bow hook used 
like a rope-Avalkor*s balancing jiole, or 
to propel his slipi^ery craft, the driver 
will shoot rapids where the current 
sweeps around huge rocks, "svith the 
logs tumbling all about him. 


When he notices that the current is 
getting sluggish 
and 
tho 
stream is 
widening out, the word is passed back 
to tho captain 
that 
there is a 
jam 
ahead. 
Leaping from log to log, and 
running over the surface of the mov- 
ing field of timber, tho picked men of 
the crew gather at the scene of 
tho 
trouble, where, jiilod against 
some 
rook amidstream, a constantly gather- 
ing mountain of logs is forming, damn- 
ing up tho stream from bank to bank. 
The practised eye 
of the boss soon 
picks out the key log that is causing 
the trouble. 
This is generally located 
at the centre oi the jam and at the 
lower side of the overhanging mount- 
ain of logs. 
It must bo pried loose 
or chopped away. 
Some one must go 
out beneath that mountain of timbers, 
which, when the key log is 
loosened, 
will rush down stream with the force 
of an avalanche, and must deliberate- 
ly set the mountain in motion, 
Tho 
boas knows as well as every man about 
him what mighty forces are behind 
that mass of logs, and ho calls for a 
volunteer. 
Some 
broad-shouldered 
swarthy driver steps out and grasps a 
l^oavoy, and although he jests with his 
comrades as they tie the long 
lifeline 
about his waist, he knows 
that, if he 
loses his footing when the jam breaks, 
that rope will pull a crushed aud bat- 
tered body ashore. 


Climbing out beneath tho groaning 
pile of logs, he wrenches the cause of 
the mischief out, and as the 
loosened 
log shoots forward and tho mountain 
of timber topples above him, tho driver 
throws away his peavey aud 
makes a 
dash for life across the tumbling logs 
to the shore, 
Soiuetimes ho is not so 
fortunate as to regain Uxe 
bank, aud 
all along the headwatersof the Adiron- 
dack streams are the lonely graves 
of 
these unromembered heroes, 


Some of these saw-log 
sailors have 
M'on reputations for 
daring 
deeds. 
One of these, Backett liivor Joe, or 
Jusojih Thomas, wasn't much to look 
at. 
His nose had been broken, and 
his face was crirt-crossod with 
knife 
cuts, but he had a hero's heart. 
At 
Colton, 
fSt, 
Luwrouce 
coujity, 
his 
"buddy," or camp Jimte, 
down stream on a log, 
himself 
from plwngiug 
High Falls, wlie-o tlie river 
iake-i a 
Itiup of Hixty ioul wutwuoa rocky walls, 
ho sprang from tho log to a rock in 
midstream, -where ho clung all 
night. 
It was bitterly cold. 
Tho next morn- 
ing with a rope iu hand, paid out by 
the men on shore, 
'Moo" M'ent out, 
standing on a siu-uce log, to float down 
fctream and re&cne his friend. 
The 
rushing current bore the log too far 
from the rock for him to make the 
lea]), and when he saw that he must 
go over the falls, he threw the line to 
his '*buddy" 
on the rock. 
Driving 
apparently to certain death, tho little 
Frenchman waved his old slouch hat 
to the breathless men on shore, point- 
ed his Jog for the middle of the stream, 
and, as it shot over the 
brink, leaped 


was carried 
and to save 
over 
Colton 


chasm. 
Ho came to 
the surface tm 
below and swam ashore. 


Another well-known character along 
Rackett 
river 
is 
''One-Eyed 
Vet" 
Chase, who can lie down and regain 
his feet or stand on his head on a six- 
teen-inch log withoutgettiugtho solos 
of his spiked boots wet. " H o d " Brown 
is the giant of the drivers, who* can 
fihoulder a standard spruce 
log 
and 
walk oiT with it, although 
a 
heavy 
load for six ordinary 
men. 
" T i p " 
Knapp, who was 
recently 
drowned 
while trying to rescue a boatload of 
children on the Willamette river, Ore- 
gon, was the man who once jumped 
across the St. Regis river 
at Pavish- 
ville, whore it plunges between rocky 
walls sixteen feet apart. 
By this ex- 
ploit " T i p " earned fame and 
escaped 
from a constable -who had a warrant 
for him, 


THE WORLD'S BIGGEST PUMP. 


It Can I>cllv«r 
500.000 Giillons of W»- 


t^r Vor 
Hoiii*. 


In a letter to the Chicago 
Record 
from Houghton, Mich., a correspond- 
ent describes the Calumet and Hecla 
pump, named the Michigan, aud the 
largest in the world. 
It can deliver 
2,500,000 gallons of water every hour 
iu the 24, -without beiug crowded to 
its limit of capacity, and it will do the 
work with scarcely ivs much noise as 
is made by the operation of an old- 
stylo sewing-machine. 
Outside the 
doors 
of 
the 
great building 
which 
houses it, no sound is 
heard from 
within, aud, stiinding beside the mon- 
ster, uponjthe brink of the pit con- 
nected with tho lake from which the 
water is taken, almost tlie only sound 
heard is the noise of the suction, as 
with every stroke more than lOUO gal- 
lons are lifted. 


Briefly, it 
is 
a triple 
expansion 
pumping-engine, with a capacity of 
60,Oat),(K)0 pilous, standing nearly 50 
feot in height, and 
requiring 1500 
horse-power for its operation. 
It has 
been proved by aetual tests that tho 
nominal capacity can be easily main- 
tained for an indefinite time 
without 
injury or strain, and that pushed to 
its full capacity the pump could han- 
dle --oproximately 75,000,000 gallons 
in 24 consecutivo hours. 


'J ho duty of the pump is to furnish 
water for the great stamp mills of the ^ 
Calumet and Hecla company, 
which 
has twenty-two steam pumps iu cou- 
tinuous operation, 
daily jDulverizing 
5000 tons of conglomerate rock into 
sand so fine that it can be 
carried 
away by a stream of swiftly running 
Avater. 
Ths pump is housed iu a spe- 
cial bui ding near the shore of Torch 
lake, a id below 
tho 
mills, and it 
forces a steady stream of water to the 
mills, where innumerable small jets 
play upon the great slime tables and 
jigs. 
Here the cpeciiio gravity of the 
fine particles of copper contained in 
tho rock, se7)arato the mineral from 
worthless sand, and the size and force 
of the streams of water are so nicely 
regulated as to wash away the sand, 
and yet carry M'ith it the minimum of 
copper.

SMOKELESS CARTRIDGES. 


DESTRUCTIVE 
MISSILES 
FOR 
THE 
NEW ARMY MAGAZINE RIFLE. 


The intorcstlnic Work That li Golnjc On 
Ht tho Frankforrt Arsonal* Phll»(lol|>hl» 
—Touting tho Modlflotl KriifC-JorKPUBOU 
Onn Before Givhijc It to tlio KoKulars. 
The work goiug on tit the Frnukforcl 
nrseual, Philadelphia, fouiicle.d by the 
Uuited States govenimeut iu 1816, 
should bo now of more than common 
interest. 
Exact Bcientific oxporimeuts 
have been in in-ogresa at the arsenal 
for years, and, while much 
of 
the 
•work is secret, enough is made public 
to show the great importance of the 
results sought. 
There is an elaborate 
labaratory Hlled with the most deli- 
cate instrumenta, and all sorts of 
de- 
eti'uctive inventions are tested at the 
factory. 
There 
is a proof-house, 
where over three hundred kinds of 
smokeless powder have been experi- 
mented with, and a hospital ready to 
receive any unfoi'tunates who may be 
blown up accidentally. 
The workmen 
iu the factories take their lives in their 
hands daily. 


One of the most important works 
performed at the arsenal in 
recent 
years has been the testing and manu- 
facture of the 
new 
thirty-calibre 
smokeless i^owder cartridges for the 
so-called United States magazine rifle. 
This is the rifle used in our army. 
It 
is really a modified Krag-Jorgensen 
) 
rifle, but it is superior to that 
instru- 
ment. 
It is peculiarly an American 
magazine rifle, and its design is not 
\ • 
generally known outside of artfty cir- 
cles. 
The riile weighs only eight and 
a half pounds, but it carries five cart- 
ridges in its magazine, and it can be 
reloaded so rapidly that a soldier can 
shoot forty times in a minute. 


The cartridges for this rifle ara now 
being manufactured as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 
Yankee ingenuity has invented 
the most complicated but effective 
machinery to turn out these cart- 
ridges, and it is worth a visit to the 
arsenal to see them made. 
The shell 
enters the machine in the shape of a 
small disc of metal, and after passing 
automatically through fifteen difl'ereut 
perfect machines it drops out finished. 
Then the shells, powder and bullets 
are all fed into another machine, whic^ 
is almost human in its actions. 
As 
each shell comes into the machine a 
certain quantity of smokeless po\yd^' 
pours into it from a large flaring i]zn- 
nel, and then the bullet ifl iiiiKirted 
mechanically and the neck of the shell 
crimped. 
Each cartridge is tested be- 
fore it is turned over to the authori- 
ties for use. 


Before these cartridges were select- 
ed, a long series of testa was made 
with them at the arsenaj. 
It- was 
found that the small cartridges would 
travel much further than the old-fash- 
ioned forty-five calibre bullet, and 
that they would penetrate deeper, and 
be less likely to kill. They weigh only 
220 grains against the old 500-grain 
ball, and they require only thirty- 
seven grains of smokeless 
powder 
against seventy grains of the old. 
Thus, a soldier can carry seventy-five 
of the new cartridges as easily as he 
could 100 of the old. 
The 
shooting 
range of the new magazine rifle is 40UO 
yards, 


As^an illustration of the 
technical 
tvork xjerformed at the Frankford ar- 
isenal, mention should be made of the 
»xpfiriments in 
^'trajectory" made 
^ith the new rifles. 
When a soldier 
[akes one of the new magazine rifles 
ind attempts to hit a mark at a certain 
tlistance off, he is pretty sure to 
misa 
it unless he has been drilled. 
This is 
due to his ignorance of the trajectory 
)i tfce bullet, Avhich simply means the 
rurved path of flight tlie bullet must 
:e in shooting at a distaut mark, 
^he old Springfield rifle would send 
bullet over forty-three feet above 
the line o.f sight in order to hit a mark 
:000 yards off. Similarly the new 
lagasane rifle must be so sighted that 
Jlowances cfln be made for this up- 
ard curve. 
All of the rifles have to be tested at 
le arsenal to see that they are perfect 
this respect. 
To make the sight 
Lact, screens are set up 100 feet apart 
ud the bullet is sent crashing through 
lem. 
The first screen is sti*uok near 
le middle, but each succeeding one 
perforated higher up until the upper 
ide of the curve is reached, and when 
tie line of curvature is downward, 
'hen the height of all the holes from 
le-ground is measured, and by a 
ithematical formula the trajectory 
[irve is ascertained. 
Soldiers first 
illed with these rifles find great 
llculty in hitting the mark, but a 
;le fumiliarity with them creates a 
rkable change. 
When 
aecus- 
lued to haiidiiag one a suidiur can 
more effective work than with an 
il Springfield. 
In an emergency about half a mil- 
»u cartridges per day can be i^ro- 
iced at the Frankford arsenal, and 
>tty near that limit has been reached 
»ry day since the destruction of the 
line. 
At present the arsenal is mak- 
over many of the old forty-five 
|ibre cartridges into the new ones 
the magazine rifles. 
After the 
¿1 war millions of the old-fashioned 
ridges were sent to the arsenal to 
jroken up and smelted over into 
forms. 
Now this same process is 
'iig repeated; but this time, instead 
change from u muzzle to a breach- 
ider« it is merely a shift from one

I once saw a single pugnacious lit- 
tle house wren engage a whole flock 
of En^ish 
sparrows. 
He was more 
than a match for three or four of 
them; but in the end, I regret to say, 
he was killed outright before my eyes. 
This is the only instance of the kind I 
have ever seen. 
A lady friend tells 
me that a Baltimore oriole started to 
build his wonderful, pensile nest last 
season in an apple tree near her home 
and that the English sparrows made 
bitter war upon him and his house. 
She watched the struggle one evening, 
and the next morning tho oriole not 
appearing she went into her garden 
and found him'lying dead under tha 
apple tree with his head pecked open. 
I have often been witness to the vio- 
lent interferences by them in the 
nest-building of robins and orioles, 
and, outnumbered as our native birds 
are, they always relinquish their task. 
Here is a problem: 
A report pre- 
sented to us by the department of ag- 
riculture shows that a single pair of 
English sparrows may,in a single dec- 
ade, bring into existence 275,710,983,- 
698 descendants. 
What is to become 
of our beautiful native 
song-birds 
when the English sparrow swarms 
over the land? 
As yet, except imme- 
diately around the farmhouses, this 
offensive bird is not often seen in the 
country districts.—Lynn T. Sprague,

8p1en<U<l Crystal« In CiiUfovnlA. ^ 


Some time ago John E. Burton of 
Lake Geneva, Wis,, leased the right 
to prospect for crystals in the old 
Green 
Mountain 
mine, near Mo- 
kelumne Hill, in Calaveras county, 
Cal, He found a number of fine speci- 
n^ens, and one of them is claimed to 
be 
the largest group or mass of 
crystals ever found. 
As taken out 
from the drift where it was uncovered, 
it was 11 feet 7 inches in circumfer- 
ence; it was 4 feet 2 inches long, 3 
feet 6 inches wide, and 3 feet 2 inches 
high. 
It weighed 2200 pounds. 
The 
mass 
included 
one large 
central 
crystal and a surrounding grouj) of 
smaller ones. 
From the central one 
It M'as estimated that a perfect sphere 
14 inches iu diameter could be cut, 
while several others from 3 to 8 inches 
in Jdiameter could be obtained from 
the muss, 
Mr, Burton has found in 
all twelve tons of crj'stals,--Engineer- 
ing and Mining Journal.

THE JAPANESE HOME, 


Hoiises Aro Built So »« to 'WtthstAnd 
KarthquRko filiocks. 


Ida Tigner Hodnett writes of ''Tht 
Little Japanese at Home''in St, Nicho- 
las. 
The author says: 


The climate, 
of course, varies iu 
different parts; even in the mid-coun- 
try the cold is intense in winter, and 
the heat intense iu summer, yet both 
cold and heat are somewhat 
lessoned 
by tho surrounding ocean. To strang- 
ers it seems odd to see 
orange-trees 
bright with golden fruit, and at the 
same time icicles glittering in the 
morning sun, 
but this is one of tho 
strange sights presented to the view. 


In their dwellings shelter from the 
rain, shade from the sun, and free 
circulation of air are mainly sought by 
the Japanese, who, as a rule, seom to 
bo able to endure much cold. 
Even 
on winter days their houses aro seen 
entirely open to the morning sun, and 
in this respect they set a good example 
to their western brethren. 
Then, too, 
these houses 
must be such as will 
not be readily shaken to the ground in 
an earthquake, for Japan is a land of 
earthquakes. 


For security against this danger,the 
house is put together in a very simple 
way. 
All parts of the structure are 
held together, one author says, by a 
system of *'dovetailing," neither noils 
nor screws being usea In their produc- 
tion, except for ornament.. 
It is not 
made fast to the ground, but stands 
upon wooden legs or columns, which 
are merely placed upon stones high 
enough to keep the ends out of watei'. 
Then, when an earthquake occurs, the 
building moves to and fi*o, and settles 
down again after the vibration has 
ceased. 
It is believed that most of 
the damage from earthquakes in Ja- 
panese cities has occurred Avith houses 
haviMg tiled roofs, as the tiles are 
easily shaken loose, and, beingheavy, 
cause destruction in their fall. Build- 
ings -with roofs of wood or thatch gen- 
erally escape damage. 


It Ls thought that the use of tiled 
roofs arose from the dread of fire. Al- 
though many roofs are made of stone 
tiles, the majority are of wood, bam- 
boo, or thatch. 
Tbatch is much used 
in the poorest villages; but even tem- 
ples, as well as dAvellings, have been 
known to be thatched. 
On the ridge 
of this thatched roof 
tho iris is fre- 
quently planted; and when in bloom, 
its Yelvety-2mrple blossoms and light 
green leaves give the house a pic- 
turesque appeaiance. 
Seen from a 
distance, the village looks as if there 
were little gardens on the tops of the 
houses. 


Most dwellings are but one story 
high. 
When the roof and framework 
are made, it remains to araange for 
the outside walls and the partitions 
of the rooms. 
Most foreigners regard 
the outside walls as huge windows,for 
they are merely light wooden lattice- 
work frames covered Avith a stiff, 
semi-transparent paper. These frames 
slide in grooves, so that they can be 
taken out at pleasure, leaving the 
whole house open to the cool breezes. 
At night they aro covered with amado, 
or wooden shutters, which also slide 
in grooves along the edge ot the veran- 
da o#a projection of the floor, and so 
shut in the house. 
In the daytime 
the shutters are pushed back so as to 
form ornamental side-pieces. 
This 
kind of Avail and window in one is an- 
other of the needs of building in an 
earthquake land, where tho use of 
glass would be dangerous and costly. 


The rooms are made by means of 
sliding partitions of Avoven bamboo,or 
else of paper-covered Iatticew(U'k simi- 
lar to the outside walls, fitted into 
grooves in the ceiling. 
The ceiling 
and all the frames for outside and in- 
side walls are of unpainted wood, and 
all parts of the house are generally 
kept perfectly clean.

MODERN WARFARE. 


Impdrtant Part tlio Kn^iiiccr Plnys 


In It. 


It is t-o tho work of the 
engineer 
more than to any other member of the 
community that the country must look 
for defense and offense, and it is iu 
tho machine shops and ship yards, in 
the draughtingruoms and mechanical 
laboratories that the destinies of mod- 
ern nations are to be decided. 


One has only to look back a fcAV 
hundred years in history and note tho 
absolute transformation Avrought in 
Avarfare as soon ns the introduction of 
gunpowder and iire artillery became 
an accomplished fact. 
The 
trained 
knight, bred to arms, and 
honestly 
believing that iu him lay all the 
science of warfare that could ever 
be 
possible, was suddenly transformed 
into a ridiculous Don Quixote, help- 
less before the rude baud of peasants 
who, with their 'Mllanous saltpetre,'* 
made all his" knowledge of the art of 
Avar obsolete. Today ^'e are undoubt- 
edly on tho verge of a similar 
trans- 
formation, and should the misfortune 
of war become a dire necessity there 
is every reason to believe that the in- 
genuity of American engineers, 
con- 
structors and inventors Avould evoh'e 
devices of destruction before 
Avhich 
the existing battleshijjs and fortifica- 
tions Avould soon be relegated to ob- 
scurity. 
Two instances of most re- 
cent occurrence have 
demonstrated 
the weakness of modern 
Avarships; 
one the ease with 
Avhich the single 
blow of a ram sent the Victoria to the 
bottom of the MeiUterranean, 
the 
other tho havoc Avhich a single explo- 
sion wrought upon the Maine in 
Ha- 
vana harbor. 
The modern M^arship is 
fatally like the armored knight of 
mediieval times, A'ulnerable because of 
exceeding bulk and clumsiness, a fair 
mark for the skill of the engineer who 
can combine force and motion 
and 
substitute rapidity for massivenessand 
secrecy for strength,—The Engineer. 


Life of a Flro 


The life of a fire engine in this cit> 
in its first use is ten years. 
It is then 
rebuilt, and is good either in regular 
service or as a reserve engine, for ten 
years more. 
After twenty j'cars of 
service the old engine is sold at auc- 
tioci. 


It may be bought by another city or 
town for use as a fire engine, but this 
happens very rarely. 
The engines are 
heoivy, and they must be drawn by 
horses, so they are not adapted for 
use in smaller oities. 
The old engine 
is oftener bought by a contractor for 
use, for instance in pumping out cel- 
lars, 
In such service a steam pres- 
sure of fifty pounds might be ample 
for the work, Avhile in fire service a 
pressure of 150 pounds might be re- 
quired. 
In such Avork as this the old 
engine might last three or four years 
more. 


Sometimes the discarded fire depart- 
ment engine is bought by a junk deal- 
er, Avlio breaks it up for the metals it 
contains, and this is Avhat they all 
come to at last.—New York Sun.

Should 
this 
come about the new Sagasta ministry, 
composed as it is of very 
discordant 
elements, will dissolve of itself, if not 
assisted in the operation by the sham 
as well as by the real indignation of 
different sections of 
the 
population. 
The way will thus be cleared for a 
Silvela ministry 
pledged to a 
policy 
of internal reform and reconstruction. 


There is little 
doubt 
as 
to 
Senor 
Silvela being one of the most f a r sight- 
ed and capable Spaniards in public life 
today. 
In addition to his great ability 
he Is believed to be thoroughly honest 
and to be supported by m e n who are 
anxious to purify the home 
adminis- 
tration from the blots which have made 
it a byword abroad and 
a 
laughing 
stock at home. 


Should 
this forecast 
come 
true 
a 
bright future m a y still be In store for 
the peninsula. 
A policy which puts an 
end to internal corruption, develops her

storing her
